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ABDOMINAL TUMORS. 


Ir may seem strange that the diagnosis of abdominal tumors, which mani- 
fest themselves to the touch, and to the sight, should be so difficult and 
puzzling as it oftenis. I mentioned some reasons for this before : the loose 
and shifting manner in which some of the viscera of the belly are packed 
and fastened ; their liability to enlarge beyond their natural limits; their 
accidental dislocations under disease. It would be in vain to attempt 
even a sketch of the infinite variety of these deviations from the healthy 
state. Every case of abdominal tumor forms a separate object of study, 
and must be judged of by its proper circumstances. All that I can 
profess to do, is to offer you some rough hints on this interesting subject. 

Some kinds of tumor result from morbid growths; such are all the 
varieties of cancer: some from the presence and multiplication of para- 
sites ; of which we have examples in collections of hydatids: some are 
produced by the distension of hollow organs ; as where concretions, or 
fecal matters, or gases, lodge in the intestines: some consist in the mere 
enlargement of parts. : 

Let us enumerate the principal of these ; that you may know what 
chiefly to expect. 

1. There are, I say, tumors from lodgements in the bowels; and 
these are more hopeful than most kinds of abdominal tumors. Some- 
times the stomach, or some part of the intestinal canal, is distended in 
consequence of a mechanical impediment to the course of its contents : 
and this impediment may be invincible. 

2. Ovarian tumors are very common. Of these I spoke at some 
length in a former lecture. 

3. The liver is very liable to enlargement: either from simple con- 
gestion of blood ; or from the interstitial deposit of adipous matter; or 
from the intrusion of malignant growths ; or from colonies of hydatids. 

4. So also the spleen swells, from fulness of blood, or from specific 
deposits in its substance. 

5. The kidneys sometimes attain a vast size; being occupied by ma- 
lignant disease, or swollen by pus that finds no vent. 

6. Enlargements of the mesenteric glands ; cancerous degeneration of 
the peritoneum, especially where it forms the omentum ; tumors connect- 
ed with the uterus; aneurisms of the aorta; constitute other species 
of abdominal swelling, which 1 simply mention without further comment. 

Now our judgment of the character of a given tumor is naturally in- 
fluenced by its place. In the right hypochondrium, we suspect the

liver; in the left, the spleen; in the epigastric region, the stomach; in 
the hypogastric, the womb ; in either flank, an ovary, or perhaps a kid- 
ney ; in the track of the colon, we guess at fecal co'lections. 

But sometimes the situation of the tumor fits more than one, or than 
two, suppositions. Between the ribs and the ilium on the right side we 
may have an enlarged ovary, a tumid kidney, a distended cecum. A 
prominence in the epigastrium may be due to cancer of the stomach, to 
an infarcted transverse colon, to a ventral aneurism. Above the pubes, 
the distended bladder, or the enlarged uterus, may equally project. 
The sigmoid flexure of the colon loaded with feces, the left kidney ex- 
aggerated by disease, a bulky ovary, may either of them occupy the same 
sinistral space. 

Moreover, the colon deviates strangely, and not seldom, from its na- 
tural course and position; and the magnified viscera may invade, by 
their displacement, or by their irregular expansion, the regions that are 
proper to other organs. 

Our conjectures are assisted by the associated symptoms, and by ob- 
servation of the regular performance, or of the disturbance, of particular 
functions. Yet here, also, we meet with continual sources of fallacy. 
Pressure from a tumor without may, as well as infarction within, impede 
the passage of alimentary matters through the bowels, of urine through 
the ureters; and cause, in the one case, flatulence and tormina—in the 
other, retention or suppression of urine. Growths foreign to the liver 
may, nevertheless, press upon its excretory ducts, and occasion jaundice. 
And so of other parts and functions. I mean, that the functions promi- 
nently deranged are not always the functions of the part occupied by 
the tumor, but of organs which are secondarily and accidentally subject- 
ed to its distupbing influence. Your sagacity will be abundantly tried 


_in balancing the evidence of different symptoms in these obscure, yet 


palpable, forms of disease: and after all, you will often doubt; and 
often, when you do not doubt, you will mistake. 

Enlargement of the liver may usually be distinguished from other tu- 
mors of the right hypochondrium, by percussion. Try from the clavicle 
downwards. At first, you get a hollow sound. Then, a little below 
the nipple perhaps (for the spot varies much in different aokyoot) the 
sound begins to grow dull. If this dulness be traceable, without change 
or interruption, to the tumor, the inference is strong that the tumor is he- 
patic. Any other tumor there situated leaves, most commonly, when the 
patient is recumbent, a palpable sulcus above it; or a space in which 
~ aig upon percussion, is different from that which is yielded by 

e liver. 

Percussion helps us to discriminate an ovarian from a renal tumor. 
When the swelling is large, the intestines lie behind the one, in front of 
the other; and the sound is affected accordingly. 

Tumors that are readily moveable, are generally intestinal, omental 
or ovarian. 

A pulsating tumor is not necessarily an aneurism. The healthy ar- 
tery will lift almost any sort of hard swelling that happens to lie directly 
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The occurrence of hamatemesis or melena would corroborate your 
belief that a tumor in the right hypochondrium was hepatic—in the 
left, was splenic. 

Even when you are satisfied as to the organ affected, there comes an- 
other question, scarcely, in some cases, less difficult than the first—What 
is the nature of the tumor? 

Suppose, for the sake of illustration, that our inquiry relates to the 
liver. If the tumor be large, smooth, roundish, of slow growth, and 
the general health is not materially deranged, it is, most likely, an hy - 
datid tumor. If along the edge and upon the surface of the augmented 
liver, you can feel large inequalities and projections, and if the com- 
plexion and general state of the patient are expressive of failing health, 
the enlargement is, in all probability, cancerous : and if there be other 
traces of carcinoma in the system, this conclusion becomes almost cer- 
tain. Small, hard irregularities betoken the hobnail liver, which is 
sooner or later accompanied by ascites. When, without pain or jaun- 
dice, the liver of a phthisical patient transgresses its natural boundary, 
it is, in all probability, a fatty liver. 

By applying a similar method of investigation to other ventral en- 
largements, you may frequently hit the right scent, and trace the mischief 
to its true source. ‘To treat the subject in detail would require a volume. 
I may refer you to a series of papers by Dr. Bright, in the Guy Hos- 
pital Reports; where you will find a host of examples, and much 
valuable information, concerning the most common and the most impor- 
tant kinds of “‘ abdominal tumors and intumescence.”— Watson’s Lectures. 


USE OF MOXA IN RHEUMATISM.

Tue laboring classes in Ireland, from exposure and insufficient clothing, 
are very subject to local rheumatism. Rheumatic fever is a disease 
comparatively rare among them. Those forms of most frequent and 
distressing occurrence are lumbago, rheumatism of the deltoid muscles, 
and sciatica. In obstinate cases of local rheumatism I invariably apply 
moxa ; there is no application so immediately successful, or which @ ates 
less inconvenience to the patient, especially if he be a laborer. At dis- 
pensary my ordinary treatment for lumbago is castor oil and turpentine 
draught, as follows: R. Olei ricini, %j.; terebinth. syrupi, aa 3 ilj. ; 
aq. menth. piperit. 3j. M. Ft. haustus. 

The turpentine epithem on flannel to the loins, kept on from twenty 
minutes to one hour, or until, in fact, the patient exclaims loudly for its 
removal; it often brings out very minute vesicles, and the cuticle des- 

uamates. Also ten or fifteen grains of Dover’s powder at bed-time, the 
eet and legs being bathed in warm water. 

In rheumatism of the deltoid muscles, and sciatica, apply moxa by all 
means, as blisters and tartar-emetic ointment disable the patient, and 
render him incapable of working. The laboring classes cannot afford to 
be confined to the house, whereas after the application of moxa the 
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patient may return to his work at once. JI shall instance a few aggra- 
vated cases in which it proved successful. 

James Pender, xtat. 56 years, got sciatica from standing in water, the 
principal part of a day, washing sheep. He had been confined to the 
house, nay, to the bed, for six weeks, and had used a variety of means— 
stupes, blisters, warm plasters, &c., without deriving the smallest benefit. 
I applied moxa in three places; first, at the origin of the nerve, each 
application three inches distant, and following the course of the nerve 
down the limb. This man had eighteen applications. From the first 
burning the disease descended, so that I had to continue it down the limb 
to the ankle. Several of the burns continued open for some time. 
One particularly down the calf of the leg discharged pus for three weeks. 
This man has been ever since (now five years) at labor without having 
had any return of the disease. 

Judy Cavanagh, et. 57 years, confined to bed six weeks from sciatica 
of right limb: was burned in four places; on those parts in the course 
of the nerve which she indicated as most painful. She was immediately 
cured. ‘That was three years ago. Last winter she had the disease in 
the left limb, was confined to bed, and suffered excruciating pain. The 
moxa again relieved her, being applied in seven places. She had not 
any internal medicine during either attack. 

Bridget Doyle, et. 45 years, living at a distance of three miles, being 
informed of her sister’s recovery, was brought to the dispensary on a car, 
and carried in, being unable to put the limb under her; had been con- 
fined to bed for fifteen weeks. ‘This woman was burned in three places; 
and so immediate was her recovery, that she walked home with her 
husband in two days after. He, laboring under rheumatism of the del- 
toid muscle of the right arm, which rendered him incapable of working 
(having been employed in threshing corn), was burned in two or three 
places, which enabled him to return to his work the following day. 

A stout, able-bodied young man, who had undergone a variety of 
treatment, was blooded, blistered, purged, used sudorifics, and finally 
had tartar-emetic ointment rubbed in throughout the whole limb, from 
which he had no relief; from this unlimited application of tartar-emetic 
ointment, a mass of tubercular swellings remained in the skin, so thick 
that itewas difficult to procure places for the application of moxa ; he 
was burned in three places, and became immediately well, now two 
years since. He has had no return. I selected the foregoing cases to 
shew its permanent benefit. 

June 15th, 1842.—Jane Gaskin, et. 14 years, has had sciatica of the 
left limb for five weeks, and been confined to the house from pain and 
inability to move the limb (the limb is smaller than the opposite). 
Moxa applied in three places, from the ischium to popliteal space; lost 
all pain immediately, and was able to return at once to her ordinary avo- 
cations. This girl had been blistered, used tartar-emetic ointment, aperi- 
ents, &c., without any benefit; has had no return of pain up to this day 
(June 30th). 

My experience would lead me to say that if there be not an imme- 
diate relief obtained on the first or second application, the case will be 
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tedious, or pass down the limb, as in Pender’s case. I am at present 
treating a case exactly like Pender’s, in which the pain has left the parts 
first burned, and is now taking the course of the posterior tibial nerve. 

The way in which I make moxa, and apply it, is the following :—In a 
strong solution of nitrate of potass, soak a piece of lint, then dry it, cut 
off pieces the size of the thumb-nail, fasten them at one extremity over 
the seat of pain by a little adhesive plaster, set fire to the opposite ex- 
tremity, then blow on it strongly with a blow-pipe. The pain during 
the operation is very severe, causing an immediate puckering of the cuti- 
cle. Those cases did best, in which, under its influence, a general per- 
spiration broke out. 

Had I not mislaid my note-book, I should have been able to have de- 
tailed these cases more accurately, and given some cases of affections of 
the knee and spine in which it proved successful. For the last six years 
1 have been using moxa with undeviating success, and cannot instance a 
case in which it failed. When first proposed, the idea of being burned 
was such that it prevented many submitting to it; but now that they 
have had demonstrative proof of its efficacy, they gladly submit, pre- 
ferring it much to the application of blisters.—London Med. Gazette. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE RIGHT KIDNEY AND BLADDER—EXTENSIVE 
DISEASE OF THE LUNGS.

Dear Sir,—The following case, which came under my observation, 
my not be uninteresting to some of your numerous readers. The patient 
came under my charge about four months since; and | have been una- 
ble to learn much of her previous history. At the post-mortem exami- 
nation no medical gentleman was present but myself,and the time which 
I could devote to the case was so limited, that no organ was examined 
but those in which first and external appearances bore marks of disease. 

If the case (defective as it is in many particulars) will subserve the 
interests of medical science, please insert it in your Journal. 


South Reading, July 28th, 1842. J. D. Mansrtetp, M.D. 


Mrs. Tyler became a patient of mine some time last December. On 
inquiry she says that she has been sickly from childhood, but no severe 
marks of disease showed themselves till since her marriage, which took 
place in the year 1832. Since that time the salt rheum, which had 
always troubled her, became so severe that it entirely precluded her at- 
tention to her domestic affairs. About four years since had a violent at- 
tack of the rheumatic fever, which left her with a forward and lateral 
curvature of the body. Since then has complained of severe pain in 
the lumbar and dorsal regions of the spine, and particularly in the region 
of the right kidney. Was treated by some of the most skilful physi- 
cians of Salem (where she then resided) for a disease of the kidney and 
spine. About that time removed to this place ; has been better at times ; 
able to ride on horseback and attend to some of the duties of the family. 
Pains in the lumbar region still continue. and are co severe at times as to 
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make life completely miserable. The urine is voided with much diffi- 
culty and pain—is high colored, thick, and at times deposits a substance 
resembling coffee dregs. When called to see her in December, | found 
that she complained of severe pain in the left kidney, and extending 
thence to all parts of the body; scarcely an organ which is not at times 
in severe pain. The urine the same as when the right kidney was 
affected. The bowels at this time were very irregular, being at times 
exceedingly costive, but soon followed with a diarrhoea. Stomach at 
times irritable ; so much-so, that the mildest nourishment could not be re- 
tained. Gave her an infusion of uva ursi, hops, with a small potion of 
super carb. sod. Should there be much pain in voiding the urine, she 
is to take tinct. opii, spts. nit. dulce. Under this treatment she grew more 
comfortable, but being convinced that she was beyond the reach of medi- 
cine, I left her, advising those kinds of drink and food which should 
best agree with her stomach; and to exercise in the open air when 
pleasant. 

The patient remained comfortable for a few weeks, and then gradually 
declined. Her lungs from this time became irritated, and she coughed 
considerably, but with no expectoration: this irritation was caused, I had 
no doubt, by tubercles. ‘There was also, at this time, a chronic inflam- 
mation and enlargement of the liver and dropsy of the lower extremities. 
After living a number of weeks with this complication of diseases, she 
died July Sth. 

Examination of the Subject, twenty Hours after Death.—On laying 
open the chest, the lungs were first examined. ‘These organs laid free 
in the chest, except the lower lobe of the left lung, which adhered to a 
considerable extent to the pleura costalis and diaphragm. This lung, 
also, throughout its whole extent, was filled with tubercles—some in the 
incipient stage, others softening and enlarging, while others were ulcerat- 
ed. The right lung also was studded with tubercles in all their different 
stages of formation, except the lower lobe, which was engorged with 
blood. ‘The summit of this lung was most diseased ; here was a large 
cavity, containing a considerable portion of purulent matter. The lungs, 
on the whole, were a mass of disease, but small portions of them having 
a natural appearance. The disease of these organs was probably the 
immediate cause of death. ‘The heart was natural, viewed externally ; 
it was not examined. Liver much enlarged—twice as large as natural, 
and of a lighter color; the lower lobe much engorged with venous blood, 
with marks of previous inflammation. Gall-bladder empty. Stomach 
and intestines had a natural appearance, but were not examined particu- 
larly. Kidneys.—Right kidney entirely gone, probably by ulceration and 
absorption, as there had formerly been severe pain in that region, but 
lately none. The left kidney was small, of a dark-red color; the 
posterior and inner surface of a dark purple color; internally, soft, 
granulated, and easily compressed. The omentum, throughout nearly 
its whole extent, showed marks of high inflammation. Bladder was not 
to be found. In looking into the pelvis the uterus was the first organ 
discovered, and it had a natural appearance. The pelvis contained about 
eight ounces of bloody urine. The patient, a number of days previous 
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to her death, discharged her urine involuntarily. This surprised me at 
the time, as the petegs was quite strong, and had perfect control over 
every other muscle. The bladder was the last organ sought for; and the 
time which I was to devote to the case having expired, this part of the 
examination was not so particular as it ought to have been. There 
might have been some portions of membrane left, but they eluded my 
search. ‘There had probably been a chronic inflammation of this organ 
for a long time, but ulceration and absorption took place but a short time 
beore death. 


GONORRHGA DORMIENTIUM. 
To the Editor of the Boston Medical and Surgical Journal. 


Str,—F or good and sufficient reason my thoughts have been directed to 

the subject of nocturnal seminal emissions for more than twenty years ; 

and your notice, Vol. XXVI., No. 20, of the operation of tying the 

spermatic artery for this infirmity, performed by Dr. Lewis, incites me 

. offer you some of my reflections and experience in relation to this 
isease. 

Gonorrhea Dormientium is a disease (or symptom?) which may 
exist to a great extent without being attended with any distinct pains; 
yet few diseases render their subject more extremely wretched. I be- 
lieve its pathology and treatment are not well understood by the profes- 
sion. It is far from being a rare disease, and it rightly belongs to the 
province of medicine, and not to that of surgery; yet many systems of 
practical medicine contain no notice at all of it. Such I believe is the 
case with the “ Library of Practical Medicine,” re-published in Phila- 
delphia, from an English edition, so late as 1840, and professing to be 
the best and most complete system of practical medicine in the English 
language. I may not be able to offer anything very satisfactory on the 
nature and treatment of this disease, but it is for you to decide whether 
my remarks are worthy of an insertion in your Journal—which Journal 
I am inclined to think you are disposed to render very useful to nu- 
merous country practitioners, who necessarily can have but little time to 
read or write, by encouraging them to report their experience and their 
reflections, although they may not be able to write a finished article, 
abounding in all the newly-coined technicalities of the theorists. 

Nocturnal emissions so generally occur during a libidinous dream, _ 
that it is reasonable to suppose they always do so, although the dream 
may not always be re-called when awake. ‘They occur mostly in young 
men, and are attended with erection and a pleasurable sensation, except 
in a few cases of unusual severity. ‘The emission takes place ten times 
more speedily on the occurrence of the dream, than it would were the 
person awake and actually engaged in the scenes and acts of which he 
dreams. ‘This fact is often a source of sad and depressing reflection to 
inexperienced young men. They erroneously think that the real act 
would cause an emission much more speedily than a mere dream, and, 
of course, that they are disqualified for giving or receiving much pleasure 
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with a female; Another sad reflection, at least with the male subjects 
of this disease, is that they have brought it upon themselves by the 
vicious practice of masturbation. The correctness of this opinion, which 
some medical writers seem to adopt without hesitation, 1 shall consider 
presently. A third erroneous and very depressing reflection with some 
of these patients is, not only that they are incapacitated for giving and 
receiving pleasure, to any considerable extent, but that it would be de- 
structive to their very lives to do so, even if they could ; or, in few words, 
that it would kill them to marry. Great good may be done these pa- 
tients by setting them right on all these points. It is of no use to look 
gravely, and tell them that their case is a very bad one. 1 make light 
of it, and laugh a load of melancholy out of them. 1 take down Blu- 
menbach’s Physiology, London Edition, 1815, and turn to page 208, 
where we read as follows—“I regard these nocturnal pollutions as 
among the natural secretions, intended to liberate the system from the 
otherwise urgent superfluous semen, more or less frequently, according 
to the variety of temperament and constitution.” I tell the young un- 
married men—unless they are dying off with consumption or some other 
disease—to marry as soon as convenient; and I assure you, Mr. Editor, 
that I have known this advice to be followed in several instances, and 
always with success. I take no notes of cases, but 1 am pretty sure that 
I never met with the disease in a married man, except, perhaps, one old 
gentleman sixteen years ago, the particulars of whose case I do not re- 
collect. It may have been merely an increased secretion—voided on 
going to stool—of the mucous glands which open into the urethra. It 
is not impossible that these emissions do sometimes occur to an injurious 
extent in the connubial state; indeed, a case will be given in this com- 
munication of a married woman in whom they did so occur; but I sus- 
pect that in all such instances the emissions ought certainly to be regard- 
ed as a sympathetic or secondary affection. 

Allow me now to offer a few speculations on the etiology and pathology 
of these nocturnal emissions. I regard the term “ seminal weakness,” by 
which they are sometimes designated, as erroneous in theory and mis- 
chievous in practice. It is irritability rather than debility of the genital 
organs, that co-operates with the brain or the “imagination,” in the 
production of these discharges. These organs are in such a ticklish, 
sensitive state, that the presence of semen in the seminal vessels (and 
among these vessels 1 include the vesicule seminales ) makes an undue 
impression upon them, and this impression being conveyed to the brain, 
sets the individual to “thinking about these things.” He dreams of 
being in the company of a female, and what is a little curious and in- 
explicable, he ever finds her a “non-resistant.” The imagination now 
re-acts powerfully and concentratedly—for outward impressions and in- 
ternal reflections do not interfere as when all the cerebral organs are ac- 
tive or awake—upon the irritable genital organs, and thus the emission is 
speedily produced. Perhaps the testicles, being in an irritable state, se- 
crete more semen, or semen of a more irritating quality, than is normal. 
At any rate, in many of the cases met with in practice, they are more 
frequently stimulated by the imagination in the waking state than they 
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ought to be, for the imagination will play back upon the genital organs 
when it is continually goaded by them, and it is so goaded when these 
organs are morbidly irritable, or, being in a healthy state, are too replete 
with semen. 

It appears then, according to the foregoing speculations, that irritability 
of the genital organs plays a very important part in the production of 
involuntary seminal emissions. But what causes this morbid irritability ? 
It is not debility ; for these emissions generally occur for the first time, 
and often continue to occur occasionally, in cases where there is no indi- 
cation of debility in any part of the system. They are not cured by 
stimulants, tonics and astringents, but sometimes made worse by them, 
while they are generally benefited by medicines of a very different class ; 
and we are daily seeing patients extremely debilitated throughout the 
whole system, without being at all subject to these emissions. Nor do I 
admit that masturbation is the sole cause of this irritability (but the irrita- 
bility may lead to masturbation), and for the following reasons. First, mas- 
turbation is practised by thousands who are not subject to these emissions, 
and practised to a greater extent, too, than it ever has been by many 
who are subject to them. Second, in some cases certainly, and proba- 
bly in most, as soon as these involuntary emissions occur, the young 
man is alarmed, and relinquishes at once and entirely the practice of 
onanism ; but no cures—l presume to say not a single cure—were ever 
obtained in this way. ‘Third, the most successful means of cure do 
not favor the idea that masturbation is the sole cause of this irritability. 
I admit that in most cases masturbation has had a share in originating 
it; but I believe that in the worst cases this irritability is perpetuated 
by an irritation in some other part of the system, or, in other words, that 
it is sympathetic. Local irritations in the neighboring organs may have 
this effect in some degree, but I have reason to believe that this irrita- 
bility of the genital organs is much more frequently one of the numerous 
sympathetic irritations arising from disorder of the stomach and liver. 
I have sometimes been led to conjecture that there is a peculiar disorder 
of the stomach, unattended with the usual symptoms of gastritis, gastral- 
gia, or common dyspepsia, but which leads to insanity, and perhaps to 
sympathetic irritation of the genital organs at the same time, causing 
masturbation, involuntary emissions, nymphomania, satyriasis, &c. ; and 
hence one reason why so many cases of mania are attributed to self-pol- 
lution. ‘The married woman, to whose case 1 have alluded, was in a 
feeble state of health, mostly confined to her bed, and had libidinous 
dreams, attended with emissions, as she said, and a pleasurable sensation, 
every night, and frequently two or three times in a night. Of these she 
did not inform her physician, but she recovered in some measure her 
health. She still, however, remained far from well, and subject to the 
emissions, though less frequently. Being called to see her, 1 discovered 
those indications of disordered liver which led me to prescribe a few 
small doses of calomel at night, followed by a laxative in the morning. 
I directed no other means or medicines. A week or more afterwards, 
on my second visit, she was so highly gratified with the effects of the 
medicines, that she could not, or did not, refrain from informing me of 
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her peculiar infirmity, of which I had no idea before, and that she had 
not had any “ dreaming scrape” since she began to take my medicines. 
I saw her occasionally for a few weeks. She still remained free from 
her dreams, and regained her health in all respects. More than a year 
afterwards I visited a patient in her family for several days. She ap- 
peared well, made no complaint, and I asked her no questions. She is 
a chaste woman, living all the time on good terms with her husband, who 
is a young and healthy man. ‘ 

In several cases of young men I have prescribed the following bilious 

ill of Eberle, without any other remedy, and with decided benefit :— 
Blue mass, 3j.; aloes, 4ss.; tart. antimonii, grs. ij. Divide into 
20 pills. Take one every other night on going to bed. Still I should 
think that in most cases blue pill or calomel at night, and a saline laxative 
in the morning, would be better. By referring to my old day-book, 
since writing the above, I find that Epsom salts was the laxative I gave 
the woman above mentioned. 

I tell my patients that as the habit of secretion is established in the 
testicles, they must not expect to be wholly exempt from involuntary 
emissions so long as they do not practise voluntary ones. I do not, 
however, advise them to go back to the practice of masturbation, but 
tell them to let their involuntary emissions come along, if they will, and 
not think or care anything about them. [ tell them that if they cannot 
otherwise divert and direct their minds, and cease to think on certain 
subjects, which thinking is a perpetual stimulus to the genital organs, 
they must marry. This will soothe their nerves, becalm the whole body 
and mind, take off the local irritation of seminal repletion, supersede 
involuntary emissions, about which they have been so much troubled, 
and finally restore them to perfect health. If they seem to doubt, I tell 
them to, doubt not, for I speak from personal as well as from prac- 
tical experiencc. 

No doubt there are many seemingly idiopathic cases of gonorrhoea dor- 
mientium of greater severity than I have ever been called to manage ; 
but I will summarily state what my limited reading and experience have 
led me to regard as the best way of treating these cases. In the first 
place, correct all erroneous opinions which the patient may entertain in 
relation to his case ; give him light on the subject; speak encouragingly, 
and do not appear to regard his discharges as claiming the greatest 
share of your attention. Remove all irritations in the neighboring or- 
gans, as costiveness, piles, urinary affections, &c., but especially look to 
the digestive organs ; and | am almost disposed to say, that if you can- 
not discover any indications of disorder in them, suppose there is some 
disorder, and give medicines to change their action and promote their se- 
cretions! Phrenologists would say, and I say, look also to the cerebel- 
lum. Having done your best to correct all errors of body and mind (or 
while doing so), if the emissions still continue to any considerable extent, 
call to your aid local sedative applications on going to bed. Order in- 
jections, per anum, of cold water, to which laudanum may be added, if 
necessary. If the case still prove refractory, and every emission is a 


thunder clap to the patient, making him feel like death the next day, I 
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would suggest the T bandage, with an orifice for the protrusion of the 
penis, and with straps and buckles attached to the bandage confine the 
penis closely, with the idea that erection cannot take place without 
awaking the patient soon enough to prevent an emission. But, better 
than all this, as a general thing, if the patient be not laboring under 
some destructive disease, let him marry. This will operate far better 
than occasional intercourses at uncertain periods, and under a fearful, dis- 
quiet state of mind. 2 

As to surgical operations, my opinion is, that in so far as they emascu- 
late the patient, whether it be done by castration or by tying the sper- 
matic artery, so far and no farther will they diminish the emissions—un- 
less, indeed, the loss of blood and the shock of the operation may pro- 
duce a new state of things; and | have yet to learn, by my own expe- 
rience, that so severe a measure is ever necessary.

Tuis excellent association held its annual meeting in Boston, on Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday, the 19th, 20th, and 21st July, at the lec- 
ture room of the Medical College in Mason street. The attendance was 
larger than on any previous occasion, there being only three members of 
the Society in New England who were not in attendance. The Society 
were happy in receiving the hospitalities of their Boston brethren, all of 
whom attended the lectures and business of the Association whenever 
their engagements would permit. The presence and co-operation of the 
venerable Messrs. Greenwood and Peabody were particularly grateful to 
the feelings of the younger members of the Society. 

Thirty-six new members were elected into the society, four of whom were 
from the New England States. Many other individuals made application 
for membership, but their names were laid over for further investigation. 
It is an opinion of the members of this Society, that its usefulness and 
perpetuity are intimately connected with the moral, intellectual and pro- 
fessional character of those who compose it. They are therefore wisely 
cautious in admitting members. 

The public exercises of the Society in Boston consisted of the follow- 
ing dissertations, viz.: Introductory address, by Eleazer Parmely, of 
New York. On the Diseases of the Maxillary Sinus, by C. A. Harris, 
M.D., of Baltimore. On the same subject, by H. H. rh ape M.D., of 
Baltimore. On Salivary Calculus, by Edw. Maynard, M.D., of the city 
of Washington. On the surest Methods of degrading the Dental Profes- 
sion, by Solyman Brown, M.D., of New York. a 

At the close of its session, the Society accepted of an invitation from 
the Boston Society of Natural History to visit its collection.

Unfortunately for ourselves, we were from home while the Convention 
was in session, which precluded the possibility of reporting the daily 
proceedings of the Society. From the first organization of the associa- 
tion we have felt a warm interest in its transactions, from a conviction 
that the whole system of dentistry is to be ultimately elevated by its 
wide-spreading influence in the United States, and the people essentially 
and permanently benefited. 

It occurs to us that the middle of summer is not the best time for an 
anniversary meeting—since, in cities, every body who can, then escapes 
to the country for pleasure or business, leaving their homes shorn of 
hundreds of families, who are pillars on which the reputation of a city 
mainly rests for its hospitality—If any gentleman who was present Is in 
possession of notes or memoranda that will enable us to give a transcript 
of the lectures delivered, or papers read, on the occasion, the publication 
of which will not interfere with the official reports in the Society’s own 


riodical, he will confer a favor by sending them to the address of this 
ournal. 


Elements of Surgery.—Messrs. Barrington & Haswell deserve com- 
mendation for their enterprise in the continual issue of medical books. 
Weare here presented with a re-publication, from the second London edi- 
tion, of Mr. Liston’s admirable and much-praised work on surgery, which 
has been subjected to the alembic of a critical and learned friend, Dr. Gross, 
of the, Louisville Medical Institute. He has added, says the title-page, 
“copious notes and additions,” such as the progress of surgery in the 
United States demands in order to meet the wants of the surgeon. Prof. 
Gross has also given an entire article on strabismus, and another on 
club-feet, which were wholly omitted in the English copies. These may 
be regarded important, inasmuch as they give a completeness to an other- 
wise unfinished treatise, as books are now estimated that do not embrace 
every iota that belongs to the branch of which they professedly treat. 

Some of the notes are of peculiar practical value. One of these may 
be found at page 340, on caries of the teeth; and another upon tying 
the subclavian, at page 389, &c. Yet we are disappointed in not findin 
more of them, and more elaborately drawn, too, knowing that much will 
be expected from a gentleman of the reputation of Dr. Gross. Under 
the article hydrocele, will be found an excellent series of comments; and 
the same may be said, also, of the marginal note to circocele and hemato- 
cele—which has had the effect of creating a desire for a more complete 
treatise from the same acceptable source. In short, had Dr. Gross sent 


forth a distinct system of surgery, Ameri 


can in its character throughout, 
he would have added to his fame, and secured the countenance of the 


whole profession. This is what he might do now, since the coast is 
clear, and all who have read his Pathological Anatomy have confidence 
in his ability to accomplish the undertaking. 


The execution of the book, typographicall speaking, is good; the 
paper firm, and well secured in the binding. "The plates are ‘Gaisocialy 
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well executed, and the impressions distinct. It makes a large-sized oc- 
tavo, of 640 pages, which the editor has dedicated to his distinguished 
friend, Willard Parker, M.D., Professor of Surgery in the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, in the city of New York. 3 


University of Virginia.—In the faculty of medicine in this institution 
there are three professors, who are men of high attainments, and are 
abundantly able to sustain the reputation of the several departments as- 
signed them. Unlike all other medical schools, the session is just as 
long as the academy term, viz., ten months. Two lectures, only, are 
given on the same day, which allows a student reasonable time for in- 
tellectually digesting what he may have heard. The forcing-pump sys- 
tem is not practised at the University ; they know nothing of the cus- 
tom, practically, of crowding the class with from six to ten lectures in a 
single day—as though their very lives depended upon the rapidity with 
which sound, rather than ideas, entered the ears of the pupils. Again, 
immediately before each lecture, the students are subjected to a full and 
rigid examination on the subjects of the preceding day. That thoroughly- 
educated surgeons and physicians are sent from the University, cannot 
be questioned, and this always will be the case whilst the present effi- 
cient regulations are enforced. | 

But there is one feature in the character of this school, so unlike 
that of any other amongst us, and yet so much in advance of them all 
in one particular respect, that not to proclaim it loudly, would do the 
institution injustice. It is, that “any person of approved moral conduct 
may offer as a candidate for graduation, and receive the degree of M.D. 
without reference to the time he has been engaged in the study of 
medicine, or of joining the school, provided he undergoes, in a satisfac- 
tory manner, the various examinations prescribed by the enactments.” 
Here is an actual advancement in the mode of conferring degrees, 
which might be copied in other institutions, tothe manifest advantage of 
society and the general interest of the institutions themselves. The 
faculty does not inquire of the candidate for their honors, whether he 
has studied five years or five days; but simply examines him in all 
that appertains to the knowledge which the Statutes of the Legislature 
and the University declare to be the full measure of a doctor in medi- 
cine. If he sustains himself in the trial, he is at once presented with 
a testimonial of his attainments. Either this natural and philosophical 
system—which is essentially a common-sense affair—must ultimately be 
imitated by neighboring colleges, or we imagine the current will certainly 
by-and-by set in the direction of Virginia. Students, of advanced 
standing, not unfrequently go from one school to another the same sea- 
son, not to acquire knowledge, but to get the tickets, and then they are 
candidates for examination. Yet with one single course of lectures some 
individuals would pass a far more satisfactory examination than many 
who have been matriculated at all the schools from Maine to Georgia. 
Not that they have acquired it all in a single term, by any means; for 
they may have been years pursuing the same train of thought, and have 
kept pace with the discoveries and improvements that characterize the 

rogress of medicine and all its collateral and dependent branches. Still, 
in consequence of not having dragged out the whole length of that heavy 
chain which custom, but not reason, requires to be drawn through the 
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space of three or five years, they must be pupils till they die, if they do 
not conform to certain laws, which the University of Virginia has wisely 
discarded. Let those who control the destiny of medical schools look to 
this fact—for a revolution will certainly be brought about, and that with- 
out failure, before the present generation has passed from the theatre 
of life. 


Manual of Magnetism.—Mr. Daniel Davis, Jr., of Boston, a practical 
mechanic, is the author of an important work for persons who are study- 
ing the phenomena of electro-magnetism, magneto-electricity, and ther- 
mo-electricity. Having been several years devoted to the manufacture 
of philosophical apparatus, he found that some sort of guide was neces- 
sary for the use of those who purchased of him. Books of theory, long 
dissertations, &c., were plenty; but there was nothing to which the 
novice in these matters could turn and obtain the precise information that. 
was most needed. Mr. Davis had originally no other object in view, as 
we understand it, than simply showing his customers how to proceed. 
By little and little the directions have grown into a duodecimo of 218 
pages. Without any attempt at show, or vain display of knowledge, he 
presents drawings of the instruments, shows how they are to be used, 
gives the rationale of the effects produced, and then gives all that himself 
or any one else knows about it. Finally, he has accomplished a deside- 
ratum, in furnishing a complete description of the electrotype, for the use 
of amateurs and students of literary institutions. To our medical friends, 
and especially those who are thinking or doing anything in the way of 
medical electricity, this essay must- be the book of books, since it is the — 
best and the last, or rather the only one extant that throws any degree of 
clear light upon a dark subject. 


Medical Coroners.—Massachusetts is still in the back ground with re- 
spect to coroners. After the long struggle in London, some three years 
ago, to put men into the office who knew whether animals breathed with 
lungs or not, a reformation followed throughout the kingdom, and gentle- 
men educated to the profession of medicine are now generally, we be- 
lievey selected for coroners. By this change, the public obtains statistical 
returns of the actual causes of a large proportion of the sudden deaths 
—and in many other respects, likewise, a coroner in England is now a 
very different person from one under the old system. In this State the 
coroners are perfectly respectable, good members of society; but the 
question arises—do they possess those educational qualifications which 
are necessary to answer the high intentions of the law? Are they com- 
petent in all cases to decide as a physician, or rather as a critical anato- 
mist, would, upon the character of wounds, contusions, fractures, &c., dis- 
coverable upon the dead body of a fellow creature, the cause of whose 
death, if at all involved in obscurity, is to be first explained, as far as it 
can be, by that officer. This is not the first time that the consideration of 
this branch of police has been urged upon those who have it in their 
power to change it for the better in this Catnaneninadali Medical practi- 
tioners alone should be appointed coroners, for the reasons here set forth, 
and for many others not mentioned, but which are good and sufficient in 
themselves—and when sounded in the ears of the Governor and Council, 


would lead, we have reason to hope, to a special examination of the 
whole subject.

Sickness in New Hampshire.—The following particulars are taken from 
a late No. of the Farmer’s Monthly Visiter. We should be pleased to 
receive some further notice of the diseases mentioned, from physicians 
who have met with them. “ During the first six months of the present 
year the mortality has been great in several towns bordering upon both 
sides of Connecticut river, in New Hampshire and Vermont. Up to the 
month of May, there had been, within a few miles of Haverhill Corner, 
about one hundred deaths, principally children. The disorder most fatal 
has been a malignant putrid sore throat. Gradually has it extended to 
adults, and the disorder is in almost all cases fatal when it falls from the 
throat to the stomach and lungs. The towns of Bath and Lyman, situat- 
ed on the New Hampshire side of the river, directly above Haverhill, 
have encountered a mortality to an extent equal almost to the destruction 
by the cholera in 1832, in some of the cities. Lyman has-a popula- 
tion of 1500, and Bath 1600; the number of deaths from the first of 
February to this time (short of six months) has been sixty in Bath, mak- 
ing at the rate of one death per year in every fourteen inhabitants. An 
unusual mortality has occurred among women in child-bed ; no less than 
thirteen persons have died, in the same town, since the fatal fever first 
made its appearance.” 7
